A.. Evidence of Church H istory 

Leviticus 20:2-5: H uman sacrifice 
MUST ALWAYS be condemned. 

Basil the Great: 'A woman who 
deliberately destroys a fetus is 
answerable for death." 

Athenagoras of Athens: "All who use 
abortificients are homicides and will 
account to God for their abortions as 
for their killing of men." 

Chrysostom called abortion "something 
even worse than murder." 

The didache: (earliest Christian writing) 
'You shall not slay a child by abortion." 

The Synod of Elvira passed a ruling 
that anyone who had an abortion or 
helped someone have one would be 
excommunicated until he or she were 
on their deathbed. 

John Calvin: 'The fetus carried in the 
mother's womb is already a man; it is quite 
unnatural that a life be destroyed of one 
who has not 
yet seen it's enjoyment." 

Dietrich Bonhoeffer, the German theologian 
during W orld W ar 1 1 , said, "A great many 
different motives may lead to an action of 
this kind (i.e. thinking about and obtaining 
an abortion), but they cannot in any way 
alter the fact of murder."

If our reflex action is alwaysaccommodation, 
regardless of the centrality of the truth, there 
is something wrong. H ere is the great 
evangelical disaster - the failure of the evan- 
gelical world to stand for truth as truth. 
There is only one word for this - namely, 
accommodation. 

The evangelical church has accommodated 
to the world spirit of the age."
